SCHOLARSHIPS AND EXHIBITIONS. 


Associated Board of the R.A.D. and R.C.D». 
Local Centre Exbibitions. 


Six Exhibitions, founded in 1897 in commemoration of the 
Diamond Jubilee of Her late Most Gracious Majesty Queen Victoria, 
are offered by the Associated Board of the Royal Academy of Music 
and the Royal College of Music, and are competed for annually by 
Candidates who have passed with Honours the Local Centre Examina- 
tions of the Associated Board. Three Exhibitions are tenable at the 
iv. A.M. and RON. respectively. Successful Candidates are entitled to 
at least two years’ free musical education. 

The competitions take place in July. Particulars can be obtained

Broughton Packer Bath Scholarships. 
Founded by Bequest of Mr. BRovaumoN PACKER, 1908. 

These Scholarships are for Violin and Violoncello Playing respec- 
tively, and are tenable for three years, subject to the usual Regulations 
of the Royal Academy of Music. 

The Violin Scholarship is open to male and female British subjects 
between the ages of fourteen and twenty-one years. 

The Violoncello Seholarship is open to male British subjects 
between the ages of fourteen and twenty-one years. 

The competitions wil be held. triennially on or about the 
13th day of December, under conditions to be settled by the Committee 
of Management and announced by them. The winners are entitled to 
three years' musical education at the Academy, subject to the payment 
of one pound per Term. 

The next competition for Violin will take place during September, 
1927, and for Violoncello in September, 1925. 


Baume (Manx) Scholarship. 


Founded in 1904 out of the estate of the late PETER HENRY JOSEPH 
BAUME, of Douglas, Isle of Man. 

This Scholarship is awarded for promise in any branch of Music, 
to Candidates between the ages of 14 and 22 years. The Scholarship 
is tenable only by persons born in the Isle of Man, or born of Manx 
parents, within certain limitations. 

Candidates are required to pay an entrance fee of one guinea no 
entering their names, and must produce a certificate of birth. "They 
must pass an Examination in general education * previous to the 
musical competition. Subjects: Orthography and the other branches 
of English Grammar, Elementary Arithmetic, Rudiments of Geography, 
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* Copies of papers set in previous years may be obtained at-the Academy, 
price 64. each. 
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and English History. A Candidate is exempt from the Literary Exami- 
nation who can produce a certificate of either of the University Local 
Examinations, or who shall have attained such a position at School or 
College as the Committee may consider sufficient. Such exemption 
must be claimed when sending in entry form, and must be accompanied 
by certificate referred to. The Examination and Competition will be 
held at such time and place as may be appointed by the Committee. 

The successful Candidate is entitled to three years” free instruction 
in the Academy, subject to the Regulations of the Committee of 
Management. The next competition will be announced by advertise- 
ment in the public press. 


Sterndale Bennett Scholarship. 
Founded by subscription, 1872, as a testimonial to 
SIR WILLIAM STERNDALE BENNETT, M.A. et Mus. D. Cantab., 
D.C.L. Oxon., F.R.A.M. (1816—1875), 
Principal of the Academy from 1866 to 1875. 

This is open for competition biennially in April by Male Candidates, 
in any branch of Music, who must be British-born subjects, between 
the ages of fourteen and twenty-one years, and must produce certificates 
of birth. 

Candidates must pass an Examination in general education 
previous to entering the Musical Competition.* Subjects: Orthography 
and the other branches of English Grammar, Elementary Arithmetic, 
Rudiments of Geography, and English History ; and, for Candidates 
above eighteen, any Foreign Language of their own choice. 

A Candidate is exempt from the Literary Examination who can 
produce a certificate of either of the University Local Examinations. 

Candidates are required to pay an entrance fee of One Guinea. 

The value of the Scholarship is about £32 per annum, which is 
appropriated towards the cost of two years’ instruction in the Academy. 

The next competition will be held at Easter, 1926.

Annie Im. Child Scholarship. 


Founded 1923, in memory of ANNIE M. Cuir», Student, Professor, and 
Fellow of the R. A.M. (1888-1922). 

This Scholarship is awarded for promise in Elocution. It is open 
to British-born subjects of either sex, who shall be between the ages of 
16 and 22 years on the date of the competition. Candidates will be 
required to pay a fee of one guinea on entering, and to produce certificates

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of birth. They must pass an Examination in general education previous 
to the competition. A candidate is exempt from this Examination who 
can produce a British University Local Examination certificate. Such 
exemption must be claimed when sending in entry, and must be accom 
panied by the certificate referred to. 

The successful Candidate will be entitled to the benefits of the 
Scholarship for two years, subject to the usual conditions and regulations 
of the Academy, which tenure, in cases of exceptional talent, may be 
extended to three years, at the discretion of the Committee. Power is 
reserved by the Committee to withhold the Scholarship upon the report 
of the Examiners that no fit Candidate has appeared at the competition. 
The value of the Scholarship is about £17 10s. per annum, and the 
balance of the Academy fees is payable by the Scholar. 

The next competition will take place in September, 1925, unless 
extended. 


Che Campbell Clarke Scbolarsbip. 
Founded 1908, in affectionate memory of the late Sir GEORGE RICHARD 
CAMPBELL CLARKE, by his Widow. 

This Scholarship is open to British subjects of either sex, within 
certain limits of age, according to the subject for which the Scholarship 
is offered on any particular occasion. The subject of competition is 
fixed by the Committee of Management from time to time, and duly 
announced by them, and competitions are to be held under conditions 
determined by them. 

The value of the Scholarship is about £36 per annum, which 
is appropriated towards the cost of three years’ instruction in the 
Academy. ‘The Committee are empowered at their discretion to with- 
hold the Scholarship on any occasion when the Examiners may report 
that no Candidate has shown a sufficient degree of proficiency to be 
worthy of presentation, and in such case to again offer the Scholarship 
for competition. 

Each Candidate is required to pay an Entry Fee of One Guinea, and 
to furnish a certificate of birth, or such other evidence thereof as may 
be acceptable to the Committee. 

The next competition will take place in September, 1925. 


Sir Dichael Costa Scholarship. 


For Composition. 
The bequest of 
SIR MICHAEL Costa, Hon. R.A.M. (1808—1882), 
Composer and Conductor. 

This Seholarship is open to Male Candidates, who must be natives 
of England or Wales, and is to be awarded for ability in Composition, 
especially as regards the faculty of inventing Melody. Candidates 
must be under the age of twenty-one years on the date of competition, 
and must produce satisfactory evidence thereof. They are required to 
pass a preliminary Examination in general education before entering 
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the Musical Competition.” Subjects: English Grammar and Ortho- 
graphy, Elementary Arithmetic, Geography and English History, and, 
for candidates above eighteen, any Foreign Language of their own 
choice. Exemption from this Examination may be granted to Candi- 
dates producing an University Local Certificate or other satisfactory 
evidence of proficiency. An Entrance Fee of One Guinea is payable. 

The successful Candidate is entitled to three years’ free tuition in 
the Academy. The Committee has power to extend the tenure to four 
or five years in cases of exceptional talent or promise, and to determine 
it at any time if the Scholar fail to make adequate progress. 

The next competition will take place at Michaelmas, 1927, unless 
extended. 


Bove Scholarship. 
For Violin Playing. 
Founded in 1896 by bequest of the late 
Mr. EDWIN SAMUEL Dove, of Kilsby, Northamptonshire. 

This Scholarship is to be competed for by Male and Female British 
Candidates, who must be under the age of eighteen on the date of the 
Examination. Candidates must not be, nor ever have been, Students 
at the Royal Academy of Music. “The value of the Scholarship is 
about £33 per annum; it is tenable for three years, and is awarded 
to that Candidate who shall be adjudged to possess such talent as 
to render it likely that he or she will attain to a high position as a 
Violinist. The Committee may withhold the Scholarship on the report 
of the Examiners that no fit Candidate has appeared, and, in cases of 
exceptional talent or promise, have power to extend its tenure by one year. 

Candidates must pass an Examination in general education 
previous to entering the Musical Competition.* Subjects: Ortho- 
graphy and the other branches of English Grammar, Elementary 
Arithmetic, Rudiments of Geography, and English History. A 
Candidate is exempt from the Literary Examination who can produce 
a certificate of either of the University Local Examinations. 

An Entry Fee of One Guinea is payable by each Candidate. 

The next competition will take place in April, 1925, unless extended.

Lilian Eldée Scholarship. 
Founded by CoLoNEL C. W. E. DUNCOMBE, 1905. 

This Scholarship is held at the Royal Academy of Music and the 
Royal College of Music alternately, and in the case of the R.A.M. is con- 
ferred by the Committee of Management upon such female vocal student 
of the R. A.M. as may in their judgment be most deserving thereof. 

The value is at present £60 per annum, which sum is to be 
devoted to the assistance of the Scholar in the further development

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of her art, either in England or abroad. The Committee may at 
their discretion elect a Scholar for two years, or two Scholars for one 
year each. 


Che Daud Mary Gooch Scholarship. 
Founded by Henry Cusrrr GoocH, Esq. July, 1902, in the name 
of his Wife. 

This Seholarship is open to British-born subjects of either sex 
between the ages of fourteen and twenty-one years on the date of the 
competition, and will be awarded to that Candidate who exhibits the 
greatest promise in organ playing. The successful Candidate will be 
entitled to three years’ tuition at the Royal Academy of Music subject 
to a payment of £3 Os. 8d. per term. 

Candidates must not have been students of any one of the three 
great, Metropolitan schools of music within a period of three years from 
the date of the competition. 

Candidates will be required to play two pieces of their own selec- 
tion of different character (a slow and a fast piece), or such portions 
thereof as the Examiners may desire, and a piece at first sight chosen 
by the Examiners. 

The Scholarship will be awarded subject to the ordinary rules and 
regulations of the Academy as published in the prospectus. 

An Entry Fee of One Guinea is payable by each Candidate on 
entering his or her name. 

The next competition will take place in September, 1927. 


Sir Jobn Goss Scbolarsbip. 
Founded by subscription, 1875, as a testimonial to 

SIR JOHN Goss, Kt., Mus. D. Cantab., Hon. R.A.M. (1800—1880), 

Composer, Organist of St. Paul’s Cathedral, and Professor in the 

Academy. 

This is open for competition by Chorister Boys (to be elected by 
the Council of the Royal College of Organists). 

The holder is entitled to three years’ instruction in the Academy. 

The Examination is held by the Royal College of Organists. 

Further subscriptions to the fund of this Scholarship will be 
appropriated to the increase of its annual value.

Gowland Harrison Bequest. 


Founded by the late WILLIAM GOWLAND Harrison in memory of 
his family. 

A Scholarship and an Exhibition (alternately) are tenable at the Royal 
Academy of Music. They are intended to assist British-born male students 
in completing their musical education, preferably as Violinists. 

The Scholarship is competitive and its value is about £100 per 
annum for two years. 
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The Exhibition, which may, but need not necessarily be competitive, 
provides free tuition for two years. 

The next Exhibition will be offered for competition in September, 
1925, by students who have already obtained the Bronze Medal of the 
R.A. M. for Violin playing. 


bine Gilt. 
The bequest of Miss Mary Hina (d. 1880). 

The amount is about £16, which is appropriated towards the cost of 
a year's instruction in the Academy. It is competed for annually in 
December by Male and Female Students of the Academy under seventeen 
years of age at the date of competition, and is awarded to the one 
who may be judged to have composed the best English Ballad, the poetry 
for which shall have been selected by the Committee and announced 
two months before the competition. 


Che Emma £evv Scholarship. 
Founded by Miss Emma Levy, 1921. 


This Scholarship is open to Jewish candidates of either sex who 
must not be younger than 15 and not older than 20 on the day of 
the competition, and will be awarded to that candidate who exhibits the 
greatest promise in Pianoforte Playing and the Theory of Music. The 
successful candidate will be entitled to three years’ free tuition at the 
Royal Academy of Music. The Committee may withhold the Scholar- 
ship on the report of the Examiners that no fit candidate has appeared. 
Should no Jewish Student show sufficient ability at the competition, the 
Scholarship may be awarded to such other student of the Royal Academy 
of Music as may be selected. 

Each candidate must produce a written statement to the effect that 
he or she has been brought up in the Jewish Religion. Such statement 
to be signed by the candidate’s Parent or Guardian, or, if there be no 
Parent or Guardian the statement must be signed by a Jewish Minister of 
Religion or such other person approved by the Committee of Management. 

An Entry Fee of One Guinea is payable by each candidate on 
entering his or her name.

Che Ada Lewis Scholarships.

This Exhibition is awarded annually to that Student (male or 
female) who does best at the Annual Examinations in Elements of 
Music and Singing. 

The Exhibition is open for competition to all Students of the 
Academy of either sex of at least two years’ standing, whose principal 
subject of study is Singing, and who already hold the Bronze Medal 
for that subject. The Committee of Management may withhold the 
Exhibition if in the opinion of the Examiners no Candidate is worthy 
of the Award. 

The amount of the Exhibition is about £12 12s., which will be 
applied towards the payment of the winner’s fees for a further year’s 
study at the Royal Academy of Music. 

No Student who shall have received the Award shall be eligible to 
compete for the Exhibition at any future time. 


Joseph Daas Prize. 
(Not attached p the Royal Academy of Music.) 

This Prize is competed for in each year by the then pupils of the 
particular School of Music which shall in that year have been selected 
by the Trustees. The amount of the Prize is £10, to be appropriated 
to the cost of a year’s instruction in the selected Institution, and the 
Competition is confined to Tenor Vocalists, who must be British sub- 
jects. The Prize will be awarded to the Candidate whose voice, mode of 
producing it, and general musical attainments will, in the opinion of the 
Examiners appointed by the Trustees, render him most likely to take the 
highest position before the public as a tenor singer. The Trustees 
have power to withhold the Prize at any time if, in the opinion of the 
Examiners, no Candidate hasevinced sufficient merit to entitle him thereto. 

This Prize being of the nature of an Exhibition, comes under the 
Regulation on p. 17 of the General Prospectus. 


Dacfatren Scholarship. 


Founded by subscription, 1888, in memory of 
SIR GEORGE ALEXANDER MACFARREN (1813—1887), M.A., Mus. Doc. 
Cantab. et Oxon. et Dub. ; F.R. A.M. ; 
Professor of Music at the University of Cambridge ; and Principal of 
the Academy from 1875 to 1887. 

This is open for competition triennially in September by British- 
born Candidates, between the ages of fifteen and twenty-one years 
upon the day fixed for the beginning of the Examination in Musical 
Composition, and is awarded for promise in Musical Composition. 
Certificates of birth must be produced. Candidates are required to pay 
an entrance fee of One Guinea on entering his or her name for 
competition. 
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Competitors must pass an Examination in general education * 
before entering the Musieal Competition, the subjects of which are the 
same as for the Sterndale- Bennett Scholarship. Exemption from this 
Examination can only be obtained from the Committee of Management 
on production of such a certificate or evidence as they may think fit, 
and Candidates who have already passed a similar Examination, or have 
attained such a position at school or college as the Committee may 
determine to be sufficient, may also be exempted. 

The successful Candidate is entitled to three years’ tuition at the 
Royal Academy of Music. In cases of exceptional talent or promise 
this period may be extended to one year more. The holder of the 
Scholarship is ineligible for a second Competition. 

The ‘Trustees are empowered to hand over to the holder of the 
Scholarship, or otherwise deal with at their discretion, any balance that 
may remain in their hands.

This is open for competition annually in December by Female and 
Male Pianists, at alternate elections, who shall then be and shall 
have been Students at the Academy for not less than two years, and 
it will be awarded to the one judged to evince the greatest merit in 
Pianoforte-playing. 

The Competition in 1925 will be for Males. 

The amount of the Exhibition is about £10, which is appropriated 
towards the cost of a year’s instruction in the Academy. 


Ross Scholarsbips. 


Founded 1901 by Bequest of the late 

Mr. Roger Rowson Ross, of Manchester. 

Two Scholarships of the annual value of about £67 each, one 

for playing on a Wind Instrument and the other for a Vocalist (male 
and female at alternate elections) will be EE for by Students of 
the Royal Academy of Music under conditions to be determined by the 
Governing Bodies of the Institution.

This Scholarship is awarded for promise in Violin-playing, and 
Is competed for triennially. It is open to British-born subjects of 
elther sex, who shall be under the age of eighteen years on the 
date of the Musical Examination. Candidates will be required to 
pay a fee of One Guinea on entering, and to produce such evidence of 
their age as the Trustees may require. Candidates must pass an 
examination in general education previous to the musical competition.* 
A Candidate is exempt from this Examination who can produce a 
certificate that he or she has passed a satisfactory examination at any 
of the local or other examinations held by any British University. The 
successful Candidate will be entitled to the benefit of the Scholarship 
funds for three years, subject to the usual conditions, which time, in 
cases of exceptional talent, may be extended to four years, at the 
diseretion of the Committee. 

The amount of the Scholarship is about £17, but is subject to 
fluctuation, and is applied towards the payment of the Scholars fees. 

The next competition will take place in January, 1926. 


Sainton-Dolby Scholarship. 
Founded by subscription, 1886, in memory of 
CHARLOTTE HELEN SAINTON-DoLBY, F.R.A.M. (1821—1885), 
Contralto Singer and Composer. 


This is open for competition triennially by Contralto and Soprano 
Vocalists, at alternate elections, between the ages of seventeen and 
twenty years, who must be British-born subjects, must not be, nor ever 
have been, Students in the Royal Academy of Music, and must produce 
certificates of birth. 

The Scholarship amounts to £16 18s. 0d. a year, which is appro- 
priated towards the cost of three years’ instruction in the Academy, and 
it is awarded to the Candidate who may be judged to display the best 
voice in conjunction with musical aptitude. 

Each Candidate is required to pay a fee of One Guinea on entering 
her name, 

The next competition will be for Soprano V ocalists, and will be 
held in September, 1925.

Founded by Maria C. Seguin to perpetuate the names of her Parents, 
students of the R.A.M., 1825—1830. | 
For Sopranos, Contraltos and Male Voices. 

The Scholarship is awarded by competition to Vocalists born in the 
United States of America or in the United Kingdom of Great Britain, 
not being or ever having been Students of the Royal Academy of Music, 
and between the ages of seventeen and twenty-two years, under the rules 
and regulations of the Academy. 

The successful Candidate is entitled to two years’ musical education 
at the Royal Academy of Music. “The Committee has power to extend 
the tenure in cases of exceptional talent or promise, and to determine it 
at any time if the Scholar fail to give satisfaction. 

The next competition will be for Male voices and will take place in 
September, 1925. 


Henry Smart Scholarship. 


Founded by subscription, 1880, in memory of

The successful Candidate will be entitled to three years’ free musical 
education at the Royal Academy of Music, subject to determination at 
any time if the Scholar fail to make Satisfactory progress with his or her 
studies, or to observe the regulations imposed by the Committee of 
Management, ! 

In case of exceptional talent or promise, the period of tenure may 
be extended by one year. The Trustees are empowered to hand over 
to the holder of the Scholarship, or otherwise deal with at their dis- 
cretion, any balance of revenue that may remain in their hands.

Jobn Thomas (Welsh) Scholarship.
